CoYoring Up. 

The disposition manifested by the 
Goyernment during the present ses- 
sion to keep back importflnt inforinii- 
tion asked for by the House and de- 
lay the printiiijf of psiporH ordered by 
the House has been carriod to a scan- 
dalous axtont. Take, for instance, the 
correspondence in relation to Indian 
affairs. It is generally known that, 
owing to the unjustiiiablo action of 
the local GroYornnient, the autliorities 
at Ottawa have been coinpolled io re- 
fer the quoBtiou of the appropriation 
of Indian land to Her Majesty's, Sec- 
retary of State, who is made the Ke- 
foroe in the Terms of XJnion. IMean- 
whilo Indian affairs are in an extreme- 
ly unsatisfactory condil'on, and nnuiy 
well-iufonuGd pcrsouH approliend bad 
■work unless the Indians are soon mot 
. .and dealt within a iair spirit. Early 
■ in the session the con-espondenie was 
moved for, audit seems clitrieult to de- 
termine whether ithasyet come down. 
Such an amount of shuflling and pre- 
varication has taken place respecting- 
it that one experiences very great 
' difficulty in acquitting the Govern- 
ment of a fixed purpose to prevent 
enquiry by the Conmiittoo appointed 
thereto. 'Quito certain it is that, every 
effort on the part of the Committee 
thereto appointed to get -the corres- 
pondence before it has proved futile. 
The evidence taken before the Com-- 
mittee appointed 4o enquire into tho 
circumstances under which tho Oiov- 
ernment accepted the highest tender 
for supplying Victoria gaol with gro- 
ceries and provisions affords another 
notable instance. It is now some 
weeks since tho House ordered that 
eridence to be printed. l?iit up to 
Thursday the printing of it had not 
been commenced! There is a very 
strong impression that if tho Com- 
:mittee had-been guided by the evi- 
dence they would have brought in a 
verdict of condemnation, instead of 
one of quasi-justilication. Indeed, 
independent members of the Commit- 
tee do not hesitate to say so Tho 
extraordinary and altogether uujusti- 
'fiable conduot of Ministers in prevent- 
ing", by one tai'ick or nhbther, the' order 
of the House being carried into effect 
assuredly a'l'ords strong circunistnn- 
tial ovideuco of conscious guilt. It is 
to be presumed, however, that the 
firm stand at last taken by tlie Speaker 
i will have the effect of frustrating the 
■jnaohinations of the cpriniptionistb.^ ^

, had been put to muoli iuconvonionce 
during a season uf tho year when of all 
others a wharf is most required, Ho was 
glad, however, the .Qovo^'ament intended 
to build tho wharf— niotter late than 
nevar. 

Mr. Boavon bt.itod that ho had told tiie 
hon. gentlonian that tho session would 
probably bo a lato one and that as tho 
best season for cutting timber would bo 
Pfist, it njiight bd advisable not to build 
iioi'^xe'^^rhftrf this year.

Humphreys introduced a Bill 
intituled "An Aot to altei; and amend the 
'29th Section of the 'Ooustitotioa Act, 
1871."' 

-OaOBOB BSSBBVB. 

Mr. Duck moved 'bat authority is here- 
by granted to tho Select, Cj:.- — itt"o im- 
])oiuted to ascertain and report to tliis 
llouso tlio projirietorahip of certain lands, 
known as tho "Clmroh llosorTO," tO oall 
for persons and pajiors. 

Mr. Barnstoo seconded, 

Mr. Holbrook said this was another of 
these Church matters, and it wnsbrought 
forward as an electioneering dodgo be- 
cause it wa.s popular to persoouto tho 
Church of England in this city. He call- 
ed on tho Catholics and other denomina- 
tions to register their votes so as to stamp 
out of the next House these religion^ 
quostioua. For 25 cents the hon. membeE. 
could got all the information he wented ; 
but this resolution was a pieso of injpur- 
tinonco, 

Mr, llobaon could not understand how 
tho hon. gentlomAu cama to make so vio- 
lent an attack on tho resolution. If the 
title deeds wore all right tho authorities 
of tho Church could easily satisfy the 
ootnmitteo. If Ohurohos nnappod ui) 
I)ieuoH of public property (as ho hold tli() 
Nov,' Westminatjjr stone church ofliji.»ls 
had dene) they ought to bs made to dis- 
gorge. 

Mr. Humphreys supported the resolu- 
tion. 

Mr. McCroight had no hesitation in 
saying that the Housa had no power to 
grant the request of tho resolution. It 
was true tho Houso of (JoinnKUis iiavo 
had tho powor froui timo imniomorial, In 
1872 tliis House had passed an Act, as it 
thought, giving itself this powor, but thoy 
had to repeal that Aut, and in lieu 
of that Act thoy had to iiass another 
which gave thorn no such powor. This 
House should not sail under falso colors, 
it should not claim rights that it had not 
got, Siipposo thin rosolution wore passe:!. 
The Coiuraittoo would oipoKO itself to in- 
sult because it has no moans of enforcing 
the nttondaneo of wittlKfBSDS. So long as 
this lloiiso did not travel beyond its log- 
itmato {unctions it would be roapooted in 



this community;- but when it travelled 

boyond thoso functions it wculJ place i t- 
seff iu a most ridiculous position. This 
House was not a judicial tribunal. If a 
question arose as to tho validity of a titlo 
"there(pointing to Supremo Court build- 
ing) is tho place to tost :t." 

Hon. Dr_, Ash would vote against this 
resolution, partly on the ground of the 
want of authority of tho House, and 
partly because this resolution should 
have come supported by a petition. 

Mr. Smith said "there was somothing 
rotten in Denmark"— something wrong 
on tho outsido— with regard to these 
Church matters. If this land belonged 
to tho Province we could deal with it, 
but if other parties held it tho Supremo 
Court would bo tho proper porsous to 
deal with it. 

Mr. Booth said tho Legislature of Qno- 
boc had triod to enforce tho attendance 
of a witness and had failed. This Houso 
had no powor to a])ply this pressure. 

Mr. Barnstou considered tho opposi- 
tion an extraordinary one, and ho dellod 
any person to find a single resolution ili- 
recting an iniiuiry that did not contain 
tho words "iiower to send for persons 
and papers." It might bo that tho Com- 
mitteo would not bo ahlo to enforce the 
power given it, but that was another mat- 
tor. 

Mr. Duck said that five minutes ago a 

rosolution was passed giving a commit- 
tee powor to call for persons and papers. 

Mr. McOreight read from the Orders 
of tho Day to show that tho resolution 
alluded to did not ask that powor. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom said that tho wit- 
nesses would not attend and that there 
tho niattor must end. 

Tho rosolution was carried— 11 to 5.

CROWN LANDS nllili. 

The Promior said ho would not take 
up tho time of the llouso as tho Aot was 
simply a transcript of tho Act of last year 
which had been disallowed at Ottawa. 
The Act required amending l)y tho in- 
troduction of tho words "fee simple," 
and the Canadian Parliament would then 
jiass an Act empowering tho local gov- 
ernment to deal with tho Crown lands 
for railway and Indian purposes. 

Mr. Hoi brook asked if tho rights of 
thoso who had pre-empted and bought 
land under the late Act would be i>ro- 
tected ? 

The Premier was understood to say 

that this would bo provided for, and the 
Houso went into committoo on tho Bill, 
Mr. Todd ill the Chair. 

Tho various clauses wore passed rapid- 
ly, many of them being taken as read, 
until clau.'^e til was reaidicd, which was 
amended by striking out 12 months and 
inserting 2 years instead, and the re- 
mainder of tho bill pass jd wiih little 
eomment.

The Finance Minister here' handed in 

a message from the Liout. Governor, on- 
closing a copy of tho Supplementary Es- 
timates, whicli w<;re ordered to bo con- 
sidered in Committoo of Supply. 

Tho fourth report of the Cotamittoo of 
Supply was then adopted, aud the Houso 
went into Committee of Sapplj, Sfr.Mara 
in the Chair, when thn Supplementary 
Estimates were rnslied thron.!,'!i until tho 
appropriation of .:<28I1 for nipaira to 
Governmont Buildings, Victoria, was 
reached, when 

Mr. Bobson felt it to bo his duty, in 
connection with those constantly recur- 
ring sums for guvernmoilt buildings, to 
advert to a condition of things scarcely 
ercditahio to tho Governmont. It was 
stated, and it has never luion s;;cc3Hsful- 
Iv I'oiiiru' !ic!o 1 , t h it np wiirds of twoiity- 
s'evoii thi.'.i^and' dollars (.-f 27 ,000) had 
licoii i'.\pei)ih d (Jii llio Governinent build- 
in,;s here during the past two years and 
that only a small portion of that amount 
had boon expended undor the contract 
system. It lind, in fact, heooiue a pub- 
lic scandal that the greater part of the 
v.'ork w^'.s ^iven t o goveriiuieiit favorites 
without any competition wiiatever. Those 
political frionds wore tho loildcst-iiioulh- 
oil, longest tongued advocates of thoso 
Minist ' is ;it whose bands they reoeivod 
tlu! puhlie jdunder, and so ardent had 
thi'so ]iaid "touter.s" bociomo that Tuoni- 
hei.i . ' thi.s llouso who dared to oppose 
tho govorniiJ'Uit wore exposed to inter- 
ruption and ii.'siijL ::n the public streets, 
more particuhu'ly on Ihu .«oiiih sido of 
l''ort street. (Hear, hoar.) This uoiia'.iCv 
on the inirt of the goveniiueiit was a 
flagrant violation of tho principles laid 
ilown by tho Houso. Such a policy not 
only tonihnl to doiiioralizatiou and mis- 
expenditure of tho j«M;plo'.-'. money, but 
it inllicted gross injusti io u|jon t ho bettor 
part of our tradesmen and it might to bo 
execrat«d by. every rightmiuded man. 
(JSear, hear.) 

Hon. Mr. Boavon denied that tho great- 
er part of tli:- woi l; was not done liy e-on- 
Irael. He einuaer.ued hiever.il works 
which had liiioli lioue liy (U)ntract and 
said tho charge was iiDrouudod and lion, 
gentlemen wimhl liml it so if they took 
the trouble to add up tho figures of tho 
rojiort. "r ■ 

Mr. W. A. "Robertson said tho li,.curos 
which he had givmi rorerrud lo tho wh'.lo 
amouiit expended on the.-,o buildings for 
tho last two years inoludiiiy bills for ma- 
terial as woll as accounts for labor, and 
would l.'o found to amount to over S27,- 
000, only some $7000 or SaOOO wortii of 
which was contracted for, and very lati ly 
ho had mot a brickhiyer who had told 
him that persons in his trade w-iu-o (juito 
as niuidi iu iieod of somo one to look after 
their intori'.sts as gaslittors. Over .-^oOOO 
had beiui paul fur day labor on thoso 
vaults and lie had lieiui asfiiu'ud that the 
piu'son in charge of the works niado a 
profit on the . workmen whom ho hired to 
do the work, ainountingin some instances 
to 50 per cent. Aeeordingto tho Chief 
Commis.'iioiii'r tho ( ioverniiicii t oiigineors 
advised that this w-oi-k :;hould not bo 
done undi-r c^oidi-act, but the Cl|i(d' Coni- 
niissioiiur had shown no f^ood I'oastu) for 
bolioving it. All work siioiihl bo givmi 
to tho men who would <lo it the eheapest 
and without any reforouuu to thu (^uos- 



tion of whether they wero Goverment 
supporters or not. 
Tho item passod . 

Tho item of ?59 1 for the des trnolion of 
wolves and panthers, passed. 

On tho item of SM51 18 for tho Tloyal 
Commission ^Texada) being renohod,Mr. 
Bobson enquired if this included all the 
expenses ? 

The hon. Mr. Walkem was understood 
to say no, they would amount to about 
02000. Passed. 

Tho total of the Supplementary Esti- 
mates, $73,775 88, was .then passed and 
tho Committee rose and reported pro- 
gress. 

SJCAMKOATIOK AND BBOISTBATION OV 
VOTEKS' Bllili. 

Some half-dozon amended forms and 
schedules -were substituted for others 
hearing tho same numbers on this Bill, 
and a clerical error or two were amend- 
ed. 

Dr. Tolmio asked if a clause was to bo 
i nserted prohibiting Indians and Chinese 
from voting? 

Tho Promior said hfr'wonld do so; but 
tho Bill must be recommitted to enable 
him to do so. '. , 

The Committee rose and reported tho 
Bill complete with amendments and ti e 
report was ordered to bo considered on 
Wednesday. 

SECOND RRAnlNO. 

Public School Amendment Bill. 

Mr. A. 11. Robertson said this Bill was 
to carry out tho report of the Select Com- 
mitteo ou tho Public School Act, 1872. 
Its principal feature was to make it com- 
pulsory for all ehildren to attend some 
school or bo btherwiso educated for four 
months in oaoh year, from tho ago of 7 to 
12 years inclusive", I'ractically it is not 
BO to d;iy in this l>ro-'incQ. Now, if Edu- 
cation be of HO much impoi-tance as to 
justify tho Huporintondenco uf the gov- 
ernmont and tho voting of publio money, 
rttendanco on tho part of scholars ought 
to be obligatory. The object of the gov- 
ernment ought not to bo defeated by tho 
disinclination of parents to send their 
children to school. Tho lion, gentleman 
then wont through the clauses of tho bill 
seriatim. The 3d section gave power to 
J.P's. to proceed against parents and 
guardians who did not comply with the 
provisions of the Bill. Section 4 gave 
lerge discretionary power to J. Ps. Sec- 
tion 5 2)rovidod that Trnstoos must choose 
teachers from amongst persona selected 
by the Board of Education. 

Copsiderable difl'oreucea of opinion 
seamed to exist as to the feeling with 
which teachers regarded the .Boacd of 
Education and tho Trustees, Messrs. 
Smitho and Booth ontertn'ning opposite 
views as to which drive Iho most teachers 
out of tho field, and tho Chief Commis- 
sioner objected that children 7 years of 
ago wero too j oung to bo educated. 

Tho Bill was at length oommitted^ 

Mr. Semlin supported the compalsory 
principle. 

Tho Chief Commissioner said the 
country was not yet ripe for snch a mea- 
sure and it would lead iu many districts 
to great hardship aud-thought the pub- 
lic sohools should not be turned into 
nnrseries. 

p/;,Tolmio-thonght the bill aeoassory 
to coerce cantankerous people Some ot. 
whom could be found in overr district. 
Ho difTered from the Hon. Chief Com- 
missioner and thought seven years the 
proper age to commence education. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said it was cruelty to 
animals. 

Mr. Smith tboQght it would bo time 
enough to talk about compulsory ednca- 
tiou when schoolbousos wore built avhioh 
wero wanting in many places iii up- 
per country. 

Tho committeo rose and reported pro- 
gress and the House a^ljouried' till 2 
o'clock on Monday. 

Tho report of "the Public School Bill 
is somewhat fneagro, but tho reporters 
not being furnished with copies of the 
report were scarcely able to follow the 
debate.

A good seam of coal has been struck in 
tho combined shaft and boro which 
Dnnsmuir, Digglo & Co., projiriotors of 
tho "Wellington colliery, have boon sink- 
ing ou thoir land near ]3oparturo Bay. 
The shaft aud boro are situated about 
throe-quarters of a mile from high water. 
Tlio seam was first struck on Monday, 
when they proved tho coal to a doplli of 
11 inches. O:; knocking oil" last evou- 
ing thoy had bored into tho fe'eani to a 
depth of tlu'uo (.'Ij foot throo (3) inches 
aud not through the coal then. The bor- 
ing will be continued till the thickness 
of tho vein is ascertained. This is indeed 
good n(>ws and wo congratulate Duns- 
niuir, Digglo .V Co. on tlio success that 
has crowned their ontorpriso.

He 
took the next steamer for Victoria, secur- 
ed tho splendid specimen tho audience 
saw before them, and now, after four 
months' truiiiiag ho had returned to show 
thoni how ho solved tiio problem. Tho 
Indians, who wore uniformed in white, 
with red facings and Zouave leggings, 
wore then put through a series of 
rnanccnvres and evolutions, executed so 
rapidly at the riound of tho wliLstlo 
that tho eyo could scarcely follow 
tlien-L, and so biMiutiful ami stirring 
ill lli(!ir elTeet that tln^ andionce again and 
again burst forth iu rapturous and long 
continued obeers, while the gallant Cap- 
tain, delighted with those marks of ap- 
proval, would oci^asionally cry with sar- 
casm, "Indians can't bo trained!" a sally 
that created great merriment. Tho Coin- 
jmny wore drilled in skirmishing, receiv- 
ing cavalry, wheeling, charging, bay- 
onet exorcise, platoon exercise, manual 
driU. .
